While the 
Examiner argued that Wittwer teaches transforming the data and shows an example of non- 
linear behavior of the data, attorneys for Applicants pointed out that Wittwer does not 
connect the detection of the target polynucleotide. Consequently, it was agreed that the 
rejection based on Wittwer cannot be maintained. The Examiner stated that additional 
searches will be conducted to determine if other art is applicable. Applicants await further 
action from the Examiner.
